visrilsnce on our part in watching, end blowing up 
their mines before they were completed, tho asaaalt„ 
would probably have been much more numerous, and 
might, perhaps, have ended in the capture of tho 
place. But. *iy countermining In ai] dirrelto-ns, we suc- 
ceeded in detecting and destroying n n less thao four of 
the enemy's BuhterraneouB sdvancea towards important 
positions, two of which operations were eminently 
succesarul, as on one occasion not less than eighty of 
them were blown Into the air, and twenty annered a 
similar fata on the second ei plosion, The labour, how- 
ever, which devolved upen n* in making these counter- 
mines, in the absence of s body of *ki]|ed miner!, wis 
vary hesvy. The Eight Hon. tbe Gevemor-Oaneril 
In Council will feel that it would be impossible to 
crowd, wilhin the limits of a deipttch, even the prin- 
cipal evente, much more the individual iota ofgalliintry 
witch have marked this protractad elrugtl e.

, declare my conviction, thlt few 
troops Have ever undergone greitec berdahina, exposed 
aa they hive been to a never-ceaaing musketry Are ind 
cannonade. They have ilao experienced the alternate 
vicissitudes of extreme wet and of interne heat, ind 
that too with very ini ufficiem shelter from either, and 
in many places without any shelter it ill. In addition 
to having bed to repel real attacks, thev have been ex- 
poaoJ uight and day to the hirdly leas harssaing faiie 
alarms which the enemy have been constantly raising. 
The insurgents have frequently fired very heavily, 
sounded the advance, sad ihotitod for lercriii houn 
together itooj.ii not a man could be ieen, with the 
view, of course, of husasiug our small and exhiuited 
force, Lq which object they succeeded, for no pert hu 
been strong, enough to illow of a portion only of the 
garrison being prepared in the event of a false ittick 
being turned into a Teal one. All therefore hid to 
stand to their anna, and to remain at their posts until 
the demonstration had ceased 1 and such atteelis were 
of tinea! nightly occurrence. Tho whole or the officers 
and men have been on duty night and day during the 
eighty-aeven dayi which the tiegeliad listed up lo the 
arrival of Sir J. Outrun, O. C. B. In addition to this 
Incessant military dnty, tho ferce hai been nightly 
employed in repairing defences, in moving guns, in 
burying dead inimila, in conveying ammunition and 
ctunmieaariat stores from one place to another, and In 
other fatigue duties too numerous and too trivial 
to enumerate here. I feel, however, that an^ words 
of mine will fail to convey any atkouite 
idet of whit our fatigue md labanra hare 
besn— labours in which ill rinks ind all clmea, 
civilians, oficere, tmd soldiers, have ill borne m 
equally noble part. All hive together descended into 
the mine, all have together handled the shovel for the 
interment uf the putrid bollock, and ill, accoutred 
with musket and bayonet, hive relieved each other on 
sentry, without regard tc tbe distinction* of rink, oirtl 
or militiry. Notwithstanding all these hardships, the 
garrison has made no leal than live sorties, in which 
thcyipiked two of the enemy's hejvirnt g tint, end 
blow up several of th* houses from which t hay hid 
kept up their most harming lire. Owing la the ox- 
treme paucity of our numbers, eich man was tiutrht to 
feel thit on hii own individuil e if ,r alone depended 
in no small nsaanre the eafety of the entire position. 
Thu consciousness incited every officer, soldier, end 
man, tc defend the past anigned tc him with such 
desperate tenacity, and to right for tho livet which 
Providence had tmlrusted to hit care with 
such ctmntlees determination, that the emeniT. 
despite their constant attieki, their heivy mines, 
their overwhelming number, and their inoeaaaot Hre, 
conld never succeed tn gaining una single inch of 
ground wilhin the bounds of thit straggling position 
which was so feebly fortiaed lhat, had they onoe ob- 
tained a fooling in any of the outposts, the whole place 
must inevitably have fallen. 

If further proof ha wanting of the dcaperile nature 
of the struggle which WW have, under God's bjassraar, 
so )wv« end Mk siaeeeasfully waged, 1 would puint to 
the modes! ind ruined houses, to the crumbled walls, 
to the exploded mines, to the open breeches, to the 
shattered snd disabled guns snd defences, snd lastly 
to the long snd melancholy liat of tbe brave and de. 
voted olflcera and men who hive fallen. Throe aiiem 
witnesses hear sad and solemn leaiiruony in tbe way 
tn Whioh Ibis feeble position has been dsfende.]. 
During i*-e early part of these vicissitudes, we were 
Left without any information whatever regardine: the 
posture of affairs outside. An occasional spy did 
indeed come in with thu nhjeet of inducing our 
••najw and servants to decern hot the in- 
telligence derived from Bitch source! waa, qf 
oonese, entirely untrustworthy. We sent our messen- 
ger., daily calling for aid and asking for information, 
none of whom ever retumad until the 3Bth day of the 
siege, when a pensioner named Ungud came back with 
a letter Tram Oenevel Havelock's onnap, Informing ui 
that thsy were advsncing with s tores tuAeient to 
hear down all opposition, snd would be with us in five 
or Bia days. A me ss e nger wss immediately despatched, 
requesting- that on the evening of their snivel on the 
ontakbta of tho city, two rockets might be seat op, In 
order that we might take the necessary measures for 
assisting them while tnrofng their way ia. The sixth 
day, however, expired, snd they came not ; but fbr 
tnany evenings after officers an ^ nier. watohsd fur the 
ascension of the expected rockets, *nb hopes such is 
make the heart sick. We knew not then, nor did we 
learn until the 2flih August — or thirty-fire days latnr 
— that ihe relieving fores, alter 'isving fought most 
nobly to effect onr deliverance, bed been obliged to fall 
hack foe reinforcements, snd this was the Isst commu. 
uiestion we received until two days before the arrival 
of Sir Jamas Otltram on the 25th &eptcm_*r, 

Besides heavy visitatfenvt of cholera and smallpox, 
ws have also had to contend against a sickness which 
has almoil universally pervaded the garrison. Com. 
mencing srith s very painful eruption, it has merged 
into slow fever, combined with dLerrbira: and al- 
though few or no men han actually died from its 
effects, it leans behind ■ weakness and lassitude 
which, in the absence of all inner ia! sustenance, saw* 
coarse beef and still coarser flour, none hive been able 
enttrelv to get over. The mortality among the women 
and children, ind especiilly emnng the latter, horn 
these diseases and from other cnusee, has been nmhipt 
the most painful chatacterislto of the liege. The wint 
of native aervsnti hai ilia been the scores of much 
privation. Owing to ths inddennaa with which we 
were besieged, many of iheae people who might, per- 
hapB, hive otherwise proved faithful to their em- 
ployers, hut who were outside the dtnVrioea it the 
time, were altogether excluded, and several 
families were ounacquently left without the nr. 
vices of i single domestic. Bcvm-il ladies have had 
In tend their children, and even to wash their own 
clothes, as well *! to take their scanty meali entirely 
unaided. Cornbitied. with th* absence of aervanti. th* 
warn of proper nccommoditioti hia probably been tbe 
traiiie of mniih of the dusts* with which we hire been 
itnictetl, 1 cannot refrain trom bringing M the 
prominent notice of hii Ltirdahiji in Council tht 
puiwt Bcdurince and lb. Christian reaignltio,) which 
hive tarn evinced by th* matu* oTtiist gBiriaosi, 



They han inirssted US by thsir snusapl*. Many 
asset have baea made witiuws, end their children 
fathaxleas in this cruel straggls. But all such Kent 
resigned to tha wOi of Providence, and many, amongit 
whom may be rnentinned ths honoured names of 
Birch , uf roiahstnp'.oi.. of Barber, snd of Gall, have, 
after th* example uf Miss .Nightingale, constituted 
themselves lander and solicitous nurses of the wounded 
and dying Boldiera in the hospital. 

It only remains for mi lo hriag to the favourable 
notice of his Lordship in Council the names of 
those officers who have most distingnlsfaed there, 
selves, and afforded me tha most valuable assistance 
In these operations. If any of the best and hrsvast of 
these now rest from their labours. Among them ire 
Lieutensjit-Colaoel Cism snd Captain BadclinV. whoaa 
services have already been narrated ; Captain Francis, 

lith N.l who was kilted by around shil— had 

particularly attraatsd the sttention of Sir H. latw- 
rence for Us rmndso! while in cramTttand or the aluch- 
hee Bhoerun ; Captain Fulton, of the ^gineers, who 
also was struck by i round shot, had, up to the time 
of his early and lamented death, afforded me the moat 
inval ruble aid— be waa indeed indefatigable ; Hides 
Anderson, the Chief Engineer, though, from the 
ctunraencement or the siege, incapable of physical 
exertion from the eftscts of the disease under whl*h 
he eventually sank, merited my warm seknow- 
ledgerasnts fur his able counsel : Captain 
BimDOl, Commandant of Artillery, distinguished 
himself at Chanhnt, where he received the two 
wounds whi ch ended in his desth ; Lieu tenants elhep- 
herd and Arthur, 7th Light Cavalry, who were killed, 
at their J -lata ; Captain Hughes, 5?th If. I., who waa 
mortally wonndad at the capture of a house whioh 
formed one of the enemy's outposts. Captain H'fTsbe, 
of the o9nd Foot, who was killed si the bead of his 
men while leading hia fourth sortie, sa well as 
Captain Mansfield, of tha same corps, who died of 
cholera — were ill officers who had distinguished them- 
selves highly. Mr. Lucas too, a gentleman vobm- 

teer, and air. Bayson, of the ITnoovenanted elervice 

who fell when on the look-out at one of the Bloat 
perilous outposts — had earnetf themselves reputations 
for coolness and gallantry.

Mr. Cameron alan, a 
rzentlsman w^.o had come to Oude lo enquire inlo tin, 
resources of the eotuitrv. ecqnu-ed the whole mystery 
uf mortir prsctioe, and was ol ihe most lignil Berries 
unlit incapacitated by sickness, maeahil of the toad 
department, and other members of the T.ccorerjmied 
Service, whose names will, on a subsequent osciaion, 
he laid before the Government or India, conducted 
themselves bravely and steadilr. Indeed, the entire 
nod J of these gentlemen have home themaolvea well, 
and have evinced great coolness under fire, 

I hive now only to bring to the notice of the Right

beit chance for m ationo; goTemiiient, snJ the 
beat cut* for the nbstmtii™ wranglinga whirh 
hare hitherto Itood in the way of practical legis- 
lation. The tipetimeTit h» not yet been tried, 
and if it were might poe.Ibly proee lsaa saliafac- 
vory than is anticipated, hut the 
way in which the recent mifiieteiii] 
crisis bait molred itself in 'Victoria 
would aeem to show that, in that colony at leeat, 
*t tlia prpaent time a coalition it not poeaible. 
There haa not been pteTiouily ao favourable an 
opportunity for the attempt aa that which re- 
cently presented itaelf, and on one aide at leaet it 
iaeaidtherewtaerery willingneAB to give it a trial, 
yet perhaps from art inslinctive feeling that it 
would be ft failure, none of tha gentlemen 
"tent for" haie compromiaed themaehei by 
letting about it. The adverse dicieion which 
catted the Miniatetial reaignaiion was sot a 
party votp, and therefore ao Tar aa that went the 
new Cabinet need not have been decidedly a 
pitrty Cabinet. The minority included mem- 
ber* oa both tidei, aa or course did 
the majority abo. It would have bean 
posaible to hive formad at retpeetable 
dabicet out of the mapriEy, talten ad a whole, 
and irreepecltve of ite internal incongruity ; but 
if that Riajoiity had been dirided Into the two 
eeetiooa into which it wai uiually reaoleed, it 
would not have been poanble out of either of 
those a action 9 to have constructed! a Ministry 
that would hiva tecured the Goofidesce of th* 
Home or of the} country. A new Ministry 
formed on the basis of the vote which upset the 
previous Cabinet, could not have been other 
then * coalition Ministry ; but as a coalition 
Ministry seems to have been regarded 
» 1 thing undesirable. if not 
impossible, there was no alternative but to dii- 
regard altogether tho qccssIob of the crieu, and 
form a Ministryout of the men.bera of ono party 
quite irrespectively of the part they may have 
played in the debate 'bat involved the crisis. 
Thus we see a Ministry turned out of otBce, and 
autesedeu by a Cabinet composed partly of 
those who opposed, and partly of those who 
supported them. These are the curiosities of 
rcspsnsiblt government in its colonial develop- 



The grunt, question before the Victorian Par- 
liiment is the theory of the representative sys- 
tem. This has been brought Forward too pro- 
minently U> be kept any longer in abeyance. 
The new Ministry must either take up the 
Reform Bill of their predeeeamra at the stage 
it had reached, or they must bring in a new ons 
of (heir own. In cither case a difficulty is in 
their way. Messrs. O'SitaWjlSsT and DtiCFr 
have spoken strongly in favour of the represen- 
tation of minorities; Mr. Chatham hat as 
strongly opposed ft. This if too important to 
be left an open question, and one or other of 
the (wo parties must giro way. The members 
of the new Cabinet may sympathise a"*neratiy 
with one another on political topics, yet on the 
one great point im mediately in question they 
ars at issue. 

Mr. 0'Sua.wahsv's position ia somewhat 
peculiar, tie would not form a Ministry at hia 
ExcELtiEircl'a request, yet he hsa virtually 
done ao at the entreaty of Mr. Cn incur. 
Irresistible reasons prevented hi* uniting with 
Mr. CnAf mast when a secondary place was 
offered to him. but the objections melted away 
whan the chief post was proaanted for bis 
acceptance. He has certainly given proof of 
hia power, and shown that no Ministry 
from his own side of the House cm afford to 
do without him. If Mr. Ckathas- could 
not dispense with hie services under 
the peculiar present circumstances, no other 
radical Premier could do so. Mr. O'dHA-- 
jtassy's influential position is the nalural result 
of hia long legialativa carter in the colony. If 
there ia to he a radical Ministry he is its rightful 
Premier. Mr. Chapmiw miy have had a 
wider experience of colonial government, and 
hia legs! education and prior officii! experience 
an considerations all in his favour as an aspi- 
rant for office, bat he has not the local footing 
that Mr. O'Shaisabsy hia, and can hardly 
have ei pelted therefore to supersede him. "if 
hate attempted it, and failed, howevet.hu 
fought him his true place. Hie present position 
Is not particular I j- dignified, hot perhaps it Is 
patriotic.

Had the Com- 
missioners accepted Mr. Rahule's tender, they 
wonld, no doubt, have incurred obloquy for 
favouring a man whose sn*c*ds has already 
earned hito the penalty of .ueoaes— jealousy. 
And a desire to appear itnpirtiil, and to escape 
suspicion, donhtlese actuated them in their deci- 
sion. Vet it was the opinion of all practical 
men at the time, that the work could not ha 
don* within the period named, and that the 
promise to do it wu only an illusion. This has 
proved to be (he case. The (tme fixed will have 
been exceeded by many months be f ore i>* work 
will be finished, white, had the other tens been 
accepted, it is probable, from the known effi- 
ciency and resources of the contractor, that tiiine 
would hare been running by Ibis time to Writ- 
Mail! jn A. We do not know whether It ta pos- 
sible to recover anything from the contractor ae 
compensation for the daisy— a delay by which 
the public treasury suffers aa well aa the public. 
But as the Commissioners have ncently visited 
the works, we presume that th'ay \.v? taken 
steps to expedite them u much aa passible, and 
to prevent any mare needless delay. The whole 
aflatr id another illustration added to the many 
which tha public service has so recently affordld 
of the Tolly of looking only to tha promises of 
contractor*. Our telegraphs, our railwiyi, and 
our mails ire ill behindhand, to the great in* 
convenience and discredit of the colony, elmply 
because, from as attempt at an impossible 
economy of time or money, undertakings have 
been inconsiderately handed over to parties who 
could not keep their pledges.

This showe a total of 78, «•' having 
been pasaed by court-martial, and 16 by special 
commissions ; roar were sentenced to be blown 
awey from guns, but only two lufiVnd tha 
punishment, the sentences of the other two 
being commuted to transportation for life. " Of 
the total number 42 were Mussulmans, and 36 
Hindoos, IT wen mutineers : 13 (6 Mussul- 
mans and 7 Hind oat) engaged in the riot suc- 
ceeding the .>[}, July, and 47 (S6 Mussulmans 
and 21 Hindoos) in traitorous or rebellious pro- 
ceedings then or subsequently," 

Nothing has been heard ot the trial ot the 
King of Delhi. 

The trial of the Rajah of Buleabghur has ter- 
minated. When the proceedings in tit* man'* 
trial were drawing to an end, and it was obvious 
that hit guilt was proved, he thus expressed 
himself — Before this evil and calamitous 
mutiny and rebellion, I was ritting on the plea- 
sant bnnch of a ttrong and flourishing tree, 
until io a fatal moment I followed baneful 
advices, and sawed the prosperous bough that 
sustained me." He paused, looked gloomily 
around, aid added, " And this ia the result," 
He w.is sentenced to be hung, and it was carried 
into eject on the Oth January. 

Disaffection prevails among the troop* at 
Delhi, in consequence of the order which de- 
clared that the property in the city was not to be 
sold a* pr«*. The European* at Delhi ate 
greatly dissatisfied that the city ia to be placed 
under the administration of the Punjab. News- 
paper correspondents assert that Mahomedane 
are admitted into tha city without the least 
enquiry, and Some go even eo far a* to say, that 
sous of those who have actually fought against 
us have been re-employed in their old places, 

A letter from Mussorie, a hill station in the 
Dehra Dhoon, which is dated the 2'Jnd, 
states : — ■ 

'■ At present all up in these quarters seem* 
mora and more beset with difficulties and 
dangers. At this moment 7000 insurgents are 
on camped almost within sight of ns, along the 
nut bank of the Ganges, and immediately oppo- 
site Hard war there it no doubt that they are 
bant oa mischief, but whether they will venture 
to cross the Ganges, either into the Dhoon ot 
Dumob, is nther Improbable." 

From Central India we have news that Ge- 
neral Robert* has been appointed to the com- 
mand of the Kaypootnna field force, which 
is now ready for action ; the Awah Chief 
has tied, and two of the headmen have sur- 
rendered. The lUjih of Kotah withe* to come 
to terns it it taid, and that his troops were dis- 
persing. Letter* from Oodeypore mention that 
the Oodeypore Dor pan troop* wen showing 
symptoms of disaffection, and that a force has 
been seat from Ahmedebed lo overawe them. 

It it reported that the whale of the B hotel 
Contingent were disarmed by the 2nd brigade 
of tbe Ncrbudda Field Force. 

It is rumoured in Calcutta that the Cobs 
wen np in the neighbourhood of Cby- 
bassth, f-nta, Nagpore, and that a email 
force which was sent out against them had been 
overmatched, and compelled to retire, with the 
lota of two killed and twenty -seven 
The captain commanding— H. 11 or Dale, 
some name like that— being among the latter - 
The killed and wounded, it is said, wen brought 
into Chybastth, and that a larger force was 
being organised to proceed against them.

I have briefly mentioned in my last the ass suit 
and taking of Canton by the Allied Forces, 
British and French, on th* £0th December. 
Our toldiert still occupy tha city. The resist- 
anoe being feeble and ineffective, our loss was 
small, but the destruction ctuied by a twenty, 
four hours' continuous bombardment bas been 
considerable. Possession of the extensive city 
was entered upon by degrees, the native gover- 
nor submitted and waa dismissed, and, 
after lomo days, Yeh, the Governor. 
General, to whose unbending obstinacy all 
the calamities entailed upon the province must 
be attributed, was fortunately discovered, and i* 
now a prisoner on board a British vessel of war. 
The utter want of preparation for defence, ot of 
plans far averting foreign hostility, which it now 
appear* would never have been seriously con- 
templated, renders his poiicv more mysterious 
than ever. The only act of the plenipotentiaries 
as yet, ha* been to organise a native civil and 
military G averment ia the city, at the head 
of which are the Governor of tha 
Province of Kwangtung, the Tartar General 
acting, it U presumed, under the immediate 
control of the foreign luthorities. Their future 
measures, of which no indication has as yet ap- 
peared, arc consequently looked to with the 
greatest interest and anxiety. The Government 
of the United States, through the Plenipoten- 
tiaries, stand* aloof from participating io the re- 
cent proceedings, Should the blockade ba 
raised, them seems no reason to doubt that trade 
would be resumed at once, notwithstanding the 
military occupation of the city. 

These event* have not yet had the effect of 
imparting any confidence or activity to business 
in Imports. The transaction* reported during 
the laat month are without importance.
